consisting of Mr. Beiseker, Mr. 
Sears and Mr. Mosher. The iate 
Mr. Carl Seizler of Kelowna, B. 
C. purchased the farm from the 
Company, and later sold it to 
the late Mr. Joseph Schmaltz 
who turned it over to his son 
Anselm, who occupied the resi- 
dence up to the date of sale. 

The house was built for the 
Company’s manager of a dem- 
onstration farm whose job was 
to show prospective settlers the 
grain growing possibilities of 
the district. These people were 
brought by train to Crossfield 
and the rest of the way by wzg- 
on, A feature of these pioneer 
days was the high pole on which 
the Canadian flag was raised 
whenever a company agent 
from Calgary appeared. All the 
pioneer farms in the Beiseker 
and Level Land districts were 
settled by the Calgary Coloniza- 
{ion Company 

The old residence has been 
constantly occupied since early 
days and has semi-modern facil- 
ities.
